If the caso was not beard in 
camera, ot if the Consul is willing to place 
the depositions ia the hands of the Press-— 
to which there oan be no reasonable ob- 
jebtiog, on pu grounds—we may yet 
have sfaller roport in the columué of our 
emall, but enterprising Amoy contempo- 
rary. Meantime wo hear that the Cheang 
Hock Kion cleared in the evening and was 
certified to have 1,003 passengers on board.

‘ puspictoss of the Consul wero aroused, she 
wos prevented from leaving next morning, 
by H. M, 8. Sheldrake, with the commander 
of which the Consnl (Mr H. A. Giles) had 
been in communication, On the steamor 
boing boarded she wasfound tohaveon board 
429 passongers over and above the number 
she could properly carry under her certi- 
ficate. For thle offence the fine of £5,000, 
in Hen of confiscation of the vessol, was in- 
flic'od by the Consul, acting under tho sec- 
tlons of the Merchant Shipping Act dealing 
with this offence. Wo hear thut there wor 
no evidence connecting the Captain or any 
of the officars of the veanel with this breach 
of the law, the matter of seeing to the 
Ubinese passengers being one coming more 
| within the province of the supercargo than 
withio the aubjoot matter of their special 
duties. There will of course be an appeat 
to the Oblef Justice, at Shanghal; and 
already, we understand, Mr T. C. Hayliar, 
Q.C., has been rotained for the appellants. 

There ean be little doubt as to such ovs- 
sions of the law as the Cheang Glock Kiang 
has been punished for, having been por- 
aletent, extensive, and systematic ; and it is 
generally believed that this assertion of the 
law hasnot comea moment toozoon, as it may 
be of good use fn discouraging a systematic 
contravention of the statute which was be- 
comlng a glaring public scandal. Whether 
the Consul bas acted within his authority in 
proceeding as he did, and wheiber he-se- 
locted the mode best calculated to punish 
those really guilty are technical points 
which will be deba'od elsewhere, fully, aud 
with all the pomp and sosjesty of pro- 
ceedings bofore the Supreme Court ip 
whom it Hoa to review the decision, It 
would be a pity, if the guilt can really 
be brought home to any person or per- 
sons, that all should escaps punishment ; 
but that-is-a-mere common-sense.argument 
with which the Law has no concern.

Tae telegram which we gave last night 
from an American source with reference to 
the rejection by the Portuguese Cortes of 
the Marques tresty is of considerable im- 
portance, The following with. reference 
to that treaty fs from a London latter, dated. 


The provisions! treaty: relative to the 
Portuguese possessions in South Africa, 
whioh waa signed betwoen that Government 
and England about this time last year, haa 
jast been presented to the Cortes at Lisbon 
for acceptance. 1¢ has hitherto met with 
considerable opposition, and the result of the 
discussions which are likely to arise in the 
Chamberais stilldonbtful. {t will beremem- 
bered that by the provisions of this treaty 
arrangements were to be made for the pass 
age of English (roopa, in case of necossity 
and under certain circumstances, through 
Portuguese territory ; thats common cas- 
tome tariff was to be fixed ; and that a rail. 
way waa to be constructed fromthe Transvaal 
to Lourengo Marques, a town on Dolagoa 
Bay. Aaa consequence of the treaty being 
signed, the trade of the Bay itself would 
be practically at the disposal of England. 
This has caused the negociations to be 
viewed in Portugal with disapproval. The 
proposal is defended, however, by the late 

‘inister of Foreign Affairs, M. de Andrada 
de Carvo, who pleads that Pertugal wanted 
the measure to develop the resources of hor 
Colony, and that the co-operation of Eng- 
lJaod will conduce to this important end. 
It is quite possible that this argumont will 

revail. Some curious polote will be 
Brought out in the investigations regarding 
the crueltics with which the missionaries io 
South Africa treat their so-called converts.

Such a line would be 
rather less than one mile in length, and [ 
believe could bo completed with an outlay 
of $090,000 to $100,000, It would produce 
the same income as Mr Alford’s, inasmuch 
aa it appeals to exactly the same supporters, 
though I slould here remark that 1 believe 
Mr Alford might eafely have doubled the 
number of Earopean passengers, whilst I am 
euro he would, in practice, haye to halve the 
proposed fare. 

As there could uot be any goods traffic 
other than the carriage of puilitag materials 
either for Mr Alford’s acheme or mine, and 
as neither could enter into competition with 
existing means of carriage so long as the 
materiala would have to be delivered at one 
terminus and discharged at the other, both 
being out of the way, I propose not to un- 
dertake that troublesome branch of the 
business, :

appear how the matters at issue may be 
adjusted, when a further decrea in his 
case will be made known, is ‘nu doubt a 
concession to the anti-foreign party, and 


be j intended, perhaps, at the same time to 


act with a certain amount of influence 
on Russia; but it is difficult to see how 
it will affect Russia's action in tho re- 
motest degree.” 

The deoree is as follows :— 


AN IMPERIAL DECREE. 
Received 26th June, 1880. 
As Ch’nog How, seat as Our Envoy 
to Russia, vivlated his instractions and 
excceded his }owers, and because the 
treaty made by him contained many 
stipulations which were impracticable, 


' Our High-Minieters of State in Council 
deliberated upon his offences and decided 


that he should be decapitated after the 
autumn assizes as a punishment befitting 
hia guilt, Bat now we hear from with- 
out (outside the Palace), that this matter 
igdiscuesed and that many are of opinion

; States may not be destroyed, 


Ch’ung How, in obedience to Oar 
mandate, acting as Our Minister, without 
deliberate and careful negotiations with 
Russia, recklessly gave assent to atipula- 
tions which China cannot falfil, Hehas 
brought his punishment upon himaelf, 
The Throne deals with him according to 
the statutes, and maintains that in thus 
acting the laws of China deal with a 
Minister of China and that Russia is 
not affected in any way, But We fear 
that as the report of Oar action must 
travel toa great distanos, and be tran- 
smitted from one to another, the real 


motives which have prompted the conduct 
of China in this business may not be 
perfectly understood, that aversion and 
distrust may spring from a misapprehen- 
sion of Our motives, and that friendly 
— will be unavoidably interfered 
witb, 

We, therefore, acting outside of the 
statutes, and as a ap mark of grace, 
remit temporarily the sentence of deca- 
pitation after the autumn assizes passed 
opon Ch’ung. How. Let him, however, 
be detained in prison until the Marquis 
Teéog shall have reached Russia, and.it 
shall appear how the matters. at issue 
may be adjusted, when a further decree 
in hia case will be made known, . 

Let the Marquis. Teéng, upon receipt 
of thie deoree; inform tho Government 
of Russia that the sentence of decapita- 
tion passed upon Oh’ung How has been 
temporarily remitted, and let him state 
that in this act ia to be seen an evidence 
of the friendly sentiments of China 
towards Russia, ai oy 

In the treaty stipulations which he. 
must negotiate, let him deal with the 
bussiness and reach 4 satisfactory. solu- 
tion .in accordance with Onr will as 
already expressed to him,

(China Review.) 

Sine my née on the Chinese Kitchen-God 
was insorted ey page 418 of Volume VIL, 1 
happened to discover, that there exists a 
remarkahle atalogy between this deity aod 
Agni, the Gel of the Fire of the ancient 
Brahmans, The Rigveda, thot invaluable 
collection of hymns which were probably 
sung or teeivd by tho Brahmanie pricsts 
during the perlormance of their religious 
deremonics, esatnins a hymn on Agni, which 
enables ny to eompase a pisture of this gad, 
strikingly reembling that which we have 
projected of the Kitchon-Prince in our 
above-namedaote, We propose to analyze 
that hyma telow, One knows that the 
Rigvéda is th: main-source from which some 
“Ienowledgu of ancient Brahmanisma can be 
drawn, and thet @ more eareful and sya- 
tematical study of this ancient work hus 
only become joxsible sine it has betn trans- 
lated by Uw date Max Maller, Many 
hymns it eentninus are ucvoted to Agni, 
the God of tle Fire congidaxed as a mighty 
element, and pruise him ‘as the God of 
tho hearth ank altar-fire, as the protector 
of the house, ts high-priest and as wessenger 
between the gods and men.* A simple 
perusal of our note on page 438 of volume 
‘11 will shor that the Kitchen-God of the 
Chinese eithe is, or formerly sras, likewise 
endowed witi nearly the same “attributes, 
We will now try to elucidate this analogy 
farther by malyzing and comparing with 
our note the lymn we spoke of above.t

We learn from the first and the second 
stanza of thi hymn, that in all probability 
tho ancient Brahmans worshipped Agni by 
making a fix only, and without adding any 
burnt-offering to it. For in the firet stanza 
the priest says to the god: accept this aacré- 
Jicial pyre Ciimm dies Opferscheit), and in 


this song (ich diene mit dicaem Scheit und 
Liede dir); but he doea not apeak of any 
sacrificial aticle at all, Had he offered an 
animal or birnt any other thing but wood, 
no doubt tic sacrifies would have been 
named in th hymn. 

Now, wehave soen on page 418 of our 
note on the Kitehen-Prince, ‘that there is a 
passage in the Li-ki which reada: “ Wood 


is burned “fg the Ngao” pag BS F § 
We showeddarthor in the same note Rs 
though Nyio is said by the same book to 
mean the syizits of old women—on explana- 
tion which i on the other hand contradicted 


by the fa {@ jii—yet all the authors 
wo have quited agree in saying, that Ngao 
means the spirit or ‘the spirits of the fire and 
of the heath. Wood: was thus evidently 
set on fire ¥ the ancient Chinese to. honour 
their: God of the Fire, as the ancient Brah- 
maus did toworship their Agni. It is re- 
markeblo iso that the words. Wgao and 
Agni preseit some analogy of .sound, .and 
that in anchat times both words could very 
well hnye kid-the same, or o similar, pro~ 
nutcistion. Sees : 

In stanza 3 and 4-Agni is invoked os a 
distributor ri riches and as the tutelary god 
who'.expeli’ fiends, and drives misfortunes 
away from those who worship: him. We 
have seen deo that the Amoy-Uhinese-like-

family,” and that ‘the home shall flourish | 
and grow happy whenever the spirit is made 
to feel at. ease *” (page 421). _It follaws thus, : 
that Agni anc the Kitehen-God are endowed 
with staudar attributes, 

We need aot fecl donbtful whether they 
hoth borrow them from their cummon dig- 
nity of Spirit of the fire. For, throngh their j 
intermediacy, hurnt-offerings go upward to 
the gods. Now, as such offerings are the 
means by whieh the divine favours can be 
won, the spirit of the fire is, of course, the 
go-betyeen who propitintes Lhe good-will ‘of 
the gods, and by whom blessings and riches 
are, in consequence, bestowed on the family. 
Being once invested as Gods of the Fire, 
specially of the fire of the altar, both Agni 
and the Kitcher-prince got the attribute of 
messengers hetween the sacrificing man and 
his gods, and it is in this quulity that Agni 
appears in the three Inst stanzas of the hymn 
and the Kitchen-prince in tha actual reli- 
ginus notions af the Chinese people. 

And here again we find a point of analogy 
between them both. In the quoted’ stanzas 
of the hymn Agni ia styled n messenger, and 
inyoked to come down in order to metamor- | 
phase (wellen) i.e, to buru up the saorifi- | 
cial pyre.‘ fhou must through these two 
worlds (heaven ani earth) like o friendly 
imessenger walk from village to village ;" 80 
sings the priest, that is ta say: thoa 

s over to the goda in the 

AY t np by that a friendly 
intercourse between them and their Grea- 
tures:—wo glority thee therefore not only 
as a tacssenger, but also as a priest, for thou 
atlest inderd asa mediator and high priest 
between the gods and men,” As it appears 
now from our oft-mentioned note (page 
121-22) that the God of the Kitchen has, 
with the Amoy proplo, likewise the functions 
of heavenly messenger, we need not doubt of 
the fact that both he ard Agni originally were 
either one and the same deity, or at least 
arn twin-brothers, separately worshipped 
under nearly the same attributes in two | 
different, though adjacent, parts of Asia, 
In ancient times, when the Chinese people 
still honoured their deities with burnt-offer- 
ings, their God of the kitchen may have 
been, like Agni, considered and adored as ; 
the natural mediator and messenger be- 
tween tho celestial and terrestrial beings: — 
now-a-days, nothing but incense and mock- 
money being burned on the altars of the | 
people, he has, however, been degraded to ; 
the rank of a mythical spy, who reports on 
the conduct of tho family to tho heavenly 
powers, Nothing, however, proves to us 
that Agni and the Kitchcn-Gou were essen- 
tinlly different beings, and wo feel therefore 
strongly inclined to conclude, that Agui is 
tho Kitchen-Prince and that the MKitehen- 
Prince is Agni. . 

‘That. iden —namely of a good continually 
going to and fro to keep up intercourse be- 
tween the gods and men—created another, .| 
viz. that of horses serving him as a means 
of conveyance. Tlenco Agni is, in the 
second stanza of the hymn, oalled ‘ Rose- 
bandiger,” ie. who keeps horses under 
restraint. And the Kitchen-God of the 
Amoy-Chinese 1s provided with horses by 
the people, whenever he ascends to Heaven 
or descends from there, Onc voyage vice= 
versa ia made every year, and the evenio 
of the twenty-fourth of the tweltth montl 
is the appolated time for tis godahip to 
atart. His’ object being to report to tho 
God of ileavon on the behaviour of the fa- 
mily during the current year, an abuudant 
sacrificial-meal is provided for him to pro-~ 
pitiate his good-will, and papers having 
pictures of horses, chair-bearers, carriages 
vto, are burned for bis convenience on the 
road, Such ny horses carry the name 
hain-bi (‘AS ty or i ABD ie, cloud or 
soul-horges, in the Amoy-tongus. When 
kiudled they ore thrown upon a sieve, 
which, being shaken, makes the ashes to 
disappear into the air, . In some families it 
is customary also tu place peas, straw and a 
bucket of water at the door-way, in ordor 
to ennhle the horses to satiate the wants of 
their stomachs, a 

‘Chat day of tho doparture of the God is 


called 33% 4 jill. 

The burning of paper-horses is repeated 
on the fourth of the first month of the fol- 
lowing year, because the Kitchen-God is 
supposed to degoend then again, and is re- 
ceived by the family with another sump- 
tuous meal, This day is called ea A nf: 
*«day of reception of the God.” 

But to return to the hymn :—we see that 
in its fifth etanza Agni is evidently spoken 
tonsa God of the Sular-tire, who not only 
“hlesses us with the rain he mokes” 
(Himmetsnass), but also bestows life, vigour, 
and nourishment of every kind on planta, 
animals.and men; And, as fire will always 
flame gaily up and regain uew vigour when 
properly kindled and-atirred, it can by no 
means appear strange.that people represent~ 
ed Agni as a strong, vigorous and beautiful 

uth, and that the sixth stanza of the 

ymin accordingly calls him a “Jungling 2 
youth), ‘Tho Chinese also say that their 
itchen-~God ‘is -a beautiful youth: Thie 
appears in the firet place from our quotation 
from the commentary on Chwang-'S'sze, and 


our citation from the BB & €e AL 


which we have both ‘inserted at the begin- 
ning of page 420 of our note, and wherein it. 
is said that the Kitehen-God_looks like a 
peautiful girl. It is, on the other hand, 
contirmed by the legend which is current 
among the Awoy-Chinese, and which ‘says 
that tho Kitchen-God became a saint yet ere 
he had learned to read (foot-note on page 
421), All tho above points of analogy induce 
us to Suggest that the Zou; who cvours in the: 
Licki as 9X ji} ox Spirit of the Tire, and 
is actually worshipped: by the modern Chi- 
nese as God of the Kitchen, is quite identical 
with, or perhaps a modilicution of, Agni. 

I trust the readers .of the China Review. 
may be somewhat interested by. this note, 
and that some impulse may be given‘toa 
careful comparative-study of the. Chinese 
and Kedaic religions ;—a study which alone 
can purely decide what place the aheient 
religion of the Chinese is..to ocoupy among.
